2. The applicant is noted that: (i) the IDS filed on 1 1/5/03 has been considered by the 
examiner; however, the reference "EPO Search Report dated 8/21/03", listed under section NON 
PATENT LITERATURE DOCUMENTS, is not initialed by the examiner because it is not 
considered as a prior art; and (ii) regarding to the IDS filed on 12/16/03, the reference "AD/DA

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5. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitations "the fraction elimination means" and "said integrator". 
These limitation are lack of antecedent basis. 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Karema et 
al (5,248,972). 

As per claim 1 1, see figure 4, and col. 5, line 7 to col. 6, line 10, Karema et al discloses a 
delta-sigma modulator comprising: 

- a plurality of integrators (HI,..., Hn); and 

order variance means (41, 42) for varying effective orders increasing due to connection 
with a plurality of said integrators (see col. 5, lines 37-51). 

As per claim 12, Karema et al discloses means (am, 21 n , al, 2h) for eliminating a 
fraction of signal outputted from integrators (H3, HI).
